The  health  of  the  district  appeoj:*s  to  be  good.  There  were  no 
serious  problems  of  public  health  during  the  year. 

The  provision  of  nedn  drainage  in  the  major  villages  continues, 
and  I hope  that  in  time  those  difficulties  which  still  arise 
occasionally  in  areas  v;hei'e  land  drainage  is  unfavourable  for  septic 
tanks  will  be  ended. 

The  flats  for  elderly  persons  with  v;arden,  at  Bildeston,  which 
receive  a County  Council  subsidy,  are  proving  very  satisfactory  and 
have  enabled  some  people  who  lived  through  no  fault  of  their  ovm  in 
very  bad  housing  circumstances,  to  come  into  warm,  comfortable, 
modern  dwellings.  The  flats  have  the  advantage  that  they  are  not 
far  from  village  shops  and  when  more  houses  one  built  nearby,  the 
residents  of  the  flats  will  be  pleasantly  placed  within  the  general 
community,

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The  Boundary  Commission  has  now  issued  its  report  and  it  seems  that  the 
Cosford  Rural  District  will  remain  a part  of  Yfest  Suffolk  with  Bury  St* 

Edmmds  as  the  County  tovm* 

The  District  is  truly  rural  in  character  but  is  gradually  being  affected 
by  the  industrial  expansion  of  the  neighbouring  tov/ns  such  as  Bury  St. 

Edmunds,  Ips\7ich,  Sudbury,  and  Hadleigh,  and  the  prospect  of  Planning 
Consent  for  housing  estate  development  in  a quiet  country  district  proves 
attractive  to  many  property  developers.  Creat  care  v/ill  have  to  be  exercised 
by  those  entrusted  with  the  development  of  the  District  to  ensure  that  tlie 
unspoiled  character  of  the  area  is  retained  and  the  irresponsible  or  ill- 
conceived  applications  for  the  erection  of  houses  ay/ay  from  the  main  centres 
of  population  do  not  irretrievably  mar  the  landscape.  Such  developments  give 
rise  to  problems  of  essential  services  v/hich  are  not  always  capable  of  being 
easily  solved. 

One  of  "(iie  pieces  of  recent  legislation  which  does  not  call  for  much 
attention  by  the  Council’s  Staff  is  the  Clean  Mr  Act  and  I think  it  is  a fact 
that  the  clarity  of  the  atmosphere  is  one  of  the  features  for  v/hich  the  county 


of  Suffolk  is  notable 
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WAIER  SUPPLY 

Tlie  Council's  water  undertaking,  v;hich  covers  t.ho  whole  of  the 
Rural  District,  was  taJcen  over  on  Lst  March,  j.9Ci+  hy  the  newly  forned  West 
Suffolk  Water  Board,  9 Orchard  Street,  Bury  St,  Edmunds, 

Tlie  supply  is  derived  from  boreholes  4OO  feet  deep  in  the  chalk  substrata 
at  Semer  where  the  fully  automatic  all  electric  pumping  plant  is  capable  of 
providing  a supply  of  700,000  gallons  of  water  per  day.  All  water  is 
chlorinated  at  the  pumping  station  to  give  a chlorine  resiOnal  of  0,15 
parts  per  million  after  which  it  is  pumped  to  the  Nedging  I^e  w'c-ter  tov/er  from 
whence  it  is  piped  into  the  distribution  mains, 

A sample  of  water  taken  from  the  supply  at  the  source  before 
chlorination  and  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  v/n,s  reported  as  fv)llo-ws:- 

"The  organic  quali'ty  of  this  ;vater  is  very  good  and  tdie  chemical 
analysis  show's  no  signs  of  pollution.  The  water  is  hard,  the  total  hardness  * 
being  about  26°  Clark,  all  but  5°  of  which  is  Temporary,  (255  parts  per 
million  temporory  hardness;  70  parts  per  million  permanent  hardness). 

The  free  ciirbonic  acid  content  is  low  relatively  to  the  hsirdness  of  tlie 
water  which  would  not  be  expected  to  have  any  corrosive  action  on  metals. 

The  water  contains  a trace  of  iron,  but  this  is  ’wholly  in  solution  wiien  the 
sample  v/as  received  and  no  deposit  formed  on  standing.  In  our  opinion  this 
water  is  fit  for  drinking  and  general  purposes. 

The  fluoride  content  is  higher  tlian  the  average  for  waters  in  tlie  area 
and  is  not  far  removed  from  the  figure  of  1 pant  per  million  that  is  regarded 
as  the  optimum  from  the  point  of  view  of  dental  h3’-gier!e". 

One  nev;  3*'  mains  extension  wais  canried  out  during  the  year  to  serve 
new  housing  d.evelopment  at  Bridge  Street  Road.,  Lavenham,  and  the  work  was  carried 
out  by  the  Council's  own  staff.

T/ith  tlie  completion  early  in  the  year  of  the  Monks  Eleigh  sev/erage 
scheme,  five  of  the  largest  villages  in  the  District  are  now  provided  with 
public  sewers. 

In  Jul^'-  1964 j start  was  made  on  the  new  sev/er  to  serve  Upper  and  Lower 
Layham,  the  sev;age  from  which  is  to  he  piamped  into  the  new  enlarged  sewage 
disposal  works  provided  to  cope  with  the  expansion  of  Hadleigh  Urban  District, 
and  by  the  close  of  the  year  the  work  w'as  nearing  completiono 

The  older  sewage  disposal  works  are  becoming  increo.singly  difficult  to 
manage  ovdng  to  overloading,  o.nd  representations  opposing  Planning  applications, 
for  housing  development  have  been  made  by  the  Essex  River  Authority,  in  whose 
catciinent  area  sewage  effluents  discharge,  on  the  ground  tha.t  the  v;orks  are 
unable  to  cope  with  the  extra  load* 

Instructions  have  been  given  to  Messrs  Lemon  and  Blizard,  Consulting  Engineers 
for  the  preparation  of  a,  scheme  for  the  extension  of  the  sewer  at  BoadTord  to 
serve  the  outlying  villages  of  Croton,  Edw^ardstone  and  li^Thitestreet  Creen 
and  enlargement  of  the  v;orks  to  cater  for  the  increased  loa,d,  and  a Fab  lie 
Enquiry  is  scheduled  to  bo  held  early  in  1965* 

The  Council* s Consulting  Engineers  have  also  been  instructed  to  prepare 
a scheme  for  the  sewering  of  Elmsett,  an  expanding  villa^ge  affected  by  Ipswich 
development,  and  the  Council's  staff  a.re  instructed  to  prepare  yet  another  scheme 
for  the  village  of  Ylia,tfield  where  the  Council’s  housing  estade  works  are  now 
beyond  repair*  YVith  the  increased  labour  required  to  cope  with  the  new  works,  the 
maintenance  staff  has  been  increased  by  one  to  a total  of  three  and  credit  must  be 
given  to  the  staff  for  their  conscientious  work  in  the  efficient  servicing  of  the 
works  by  tlais  extreme.ly  small  labour  force.  The  Council’s  housing  estates  ojre  served 
by  small  sew'age  disposal  works  and,  as  the  scheme  for  modernisation  of  the  pre-v/ar 
Council  houses  goes  steadily  fori-vard,  tlaese  works  are  undergoing  enlangement  and 

A 

improvement*  Maintenance  work  is  carried  out  by  a staff  of  two. 
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A cesspool  emptying  service  is  opera.ted  by  the  Cour!,cil,  utilising 
one  ’’Dennis”  1,000  gallon  cesspool  emptier  xvLth  a crew  of  two.  One  “free” 
cesspool  empty'ing  per  house  per  annum  is  allowed  after  which  any  addrutional 
service  is  charged  for  at  35s.  per  load. 

During  the  year  1,031  loads  vi?ere  removed,  from  810  cesspools  and  in 
addition  to  this  work,  the  cesspool  enx)tier  was  employed  ..on  idesludging  at 
housing  site  sewage  works  v/ithin  the  District  and  on  similar  work  on  hire  to  Hie 
Hadleigh  U.D.G® 

PUBLIC  CLEMSING 

Hie  refuse  collection  service  covers  the  y;hole  of  the  Rural  District, 

Refuse  is-  removed  weekly  from,  the  three  larger  villages  and  at  fortnightly 
intervals  in  the  remaining  22  parishes o A kerbside  system  of  collection  is 
operated  whereby  househo.lders  are  required  to  put  dustbi.ns  at  the  kerb  for 
collection^  exceptions  are  made  in  the  case  of  the  aged  or  infirm. 

The  service  is  operated  by  one  S & D 20  cubic  yard,  fore-and-aft  tipping  refuse 
collection  vehicle  wUth  a crew  of  three,  and  it  is  to  t.he  credit  of  the  team  that 
few  compleAnts  of  non-collection  are  received. 

It  is  apporent  that  the  present  vehicle  cannot  continue  to  cope  with  the  ever 
increasing  volume  of  refuse  for  very  much  longer  and  the  Public  Health  Committee, 
having  inspected  o.n  demonstration  three  refuse  collection  vehicles,  have  pla,ced  an 
order  for  a Dennis  ”Paxit”  III  A of  35  cubic  yard  capacity.  Refuse  disposal  is  by 
means  of  tipping  in  a disused  quarry  v/ithin  the  Hadleigh  U.D.C,  The  control  of  the 
tip  is  the  responsibility  of  that  Authority  and  the  cost  of  disposral  is  shared 
between  the  two  Councils,  Ui-th  a view  to  the  future  when  the  quarry  v/ill  be  tipped 
out,  the  Council  has  entered  into  negotiation  vd-th  British  Railv/ays  for  the  purchase 
of  a section  of  disused  railv/ay  line  which  runs  in  a cutting  near  Lo.venham, 

Planning  consent  ha.s  been  obtained  to  the  use  of  Hie  cutting  for  the  disposo.1  of 
house  refuse  by  control.lsd  tipping. 

The  Council  operates  a pail-closet  em-ptyung  service  in  those  parts 
of  the  District  not  served  by  a public  sev/er.  The  service  is  carried-  out  under 
contract  by  Messrs  Tovey  Transport  Ltd.,  at  v/eekly  interv3.1s. 
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TOV^?T  .'iX-TD  COUMTRY  FL/J’^IN&  BUILDING  BYEL/ilTS 

The  Council  have  no  delegated  po^vers  under  ttie  Town  and  Country  Planning  Acts 
and  the  County  Council  is  the  Planning  Authority,  Hov;ever,  all  applications  are 
subciitted  to  tlie  Rural  District  Council  Planning  ComrJLttee  whose  recommendation  i;^ 
taken  into  consideration  by  the  County  Council,  Matters  of  dispute  are  referred  to 
the  Sudbuiy  Area  Planning  Committee  v\fhich  meets  monthly,  Duxing  196lt.,  347 
applications  v;ere  made  for  planning  consent;  of  these  276  were  approved  and  71  vfere 
refused.  Six  of  the  applicants,  aggrieved  by  refusal  of  consent,  appealed  to  the 
Minister  of  Hoiosing  and  Local  Government,  Some  147  acres  of  land  within  the 
District  nov7  have  outstanding  Planning  consent  for  residential  development » 

269  applications  were  made  for  approval  of  plans  imder  the  Council* s Building 
Byelaws,  the  majority  of  v;hich  were  approved  although  in  many  cases  the  applicant’s 
attention  was  drawn  to  contro-vention  and  the  plan  originally  submitted  amended 
before  being  formally  considered.  Details  of  applications,  listed  in  Po.rish  order, 
are  shown  in  the  table  below.
